The 
Office is divided into Plalms, Hymns, Canticles, Anthems, 
Verſicles, Reſponſories, and Prayers, ſor Order, Beauty, 
and Variety-ſake, and waranted by Scripture. (Col. g. 
16.) Sing you in your hearts to our Lord, in Spiritual 

Plalms, Hymns, and Canticles. 5 : 
The Office is divided into ſeven ſeveral hours, accord- 
ing to that of the Prophet: Seven times in the day have 
I. praiſed thee { and likewiſe, to iepreſent a daily me- 
morial of the ſeven principal parts, and of the ſeven 


hours of our Saviour's Paſſion. For our Saviour hung, 
three hours living on the croſs, other three hours he 


hung dead on the crots, and the ſeventh hour was ſpent 
in nailing him to, and taking him from the croſs. 
By the Matins and Lauds, we commemorate his agony 


and binding in the garden. By the Prime, his ſcofts 


and falſe accuſations; by the third hour, his cloathin 
with purple, and crowning with thorns ; by the . 
hour, his condemning and nailing to the cyoſs ; by the 
vinth hour, his yielding up the Ghoſt, and the opening 


of his fide; by the Even-Song, his taking from the

Then he releaſed to them Barabbas; and 
having ſcourged Jeſus, delivered him to them 
to be crucified. Then the Preftdent's ſole 
diers taking Jeſus into the palace, gathered 
together to him the whole band; and ſtrip- 
ping bim, put a ſcarlet cloak about him, and 
platting a crown of thorns, put it on his head, 
and a reed in his right hand; and bowing 
their knee before him, they mocked bim, 
ſaying, Hail, King of the Fews : and ſpitting 
upon him, they took the reed, and ſtruck his 
bead: and after they had mocked him, they 
took Off the cloak from him, and put on him 
his own garments, and led him away to cru- 
city him. And in going, they found a man 
ol Cyrene, named Simon, whom they forced 
to take up his croſs. And they came into 
the place, which is called Golgotha, which is 
the place of Calvary. And they gave him 
wine to drink, mingled with gall, And 
when he had taſted, he would not drink. 
And they that crucified him, divided his 
garments, caſting lots; that it might be 
lulflled, which was ſpoken by the prophet, 
laying, They divided my garments amon 

tem, and for my veſture they did caſt lots. 
And they fat and watched him. And they 
Put over his head his cauſe written, This 18 
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Jeſus the King of the Jews, Then were cruci- 


fied with him two thieves, one on the right. 


hand, and one on the leſt. And they that 


paſſed by blaſphemed him, ' ſhaking their 


heads, and ſaying, Vah! thou that deſtroyed 
the temple of God, and in three days doſt 


build it again, ſave thyſelf: if thou be the 
fon of God, come down from the croſs. In 


like manner alſo the Chief Prieſts, with the 
Seribes and Ancients mocking, ſaid, he ſaved 
Others, himſelf be cannot Tave : if he be the 
King of Iſrael, let him now come down from 


the croſs, and we will believe him. He truſt- 


ed in God, let him now deliver him, if he 
will; for he ſaid, that J am the Son of God, 
And the thieves alſo, that were crucified 
with bim, reproached him in the like manner, 
And from the ſixth hour, there was darknels 
made onthe whoie earth, to the ninth hour; 
and about the ninth hour, Jeſus cried witha 
mighty voice, ſaying, Eli, Eli, lama ſabatthan? 
that is, My God, My God, why halt thou 
forſaken me? and certain, that ſtood there 
and heard, ſaid, he called Elias. And im. 
mediately one of them running, took 2 
ſponge, and filled it with vinegar ; and put 
it on a reed, and gave him to drink. And 
others ſaid, Stay, let us fee whether Ela, 
comes to deliver him. And Jeſus again ch. 
ing with a mighty voice, YIELDED Uf 
THE GHOST. And behold the veil of ihe 


temple was rent in two pieces, from the tf

opened, and many bodies of the ſaints, that 
had ſlept, roſe ; and they going forth out of 
their graves, after his reſurredion, came into 
the holy city, and appeared to many. And 
the centurion, and they that were with him, 
watching Jeſus, having ſeen the earthquake, 
and the things. that were done, were very 
much afraid, ſaying, Indeed, this was the ſon 
of God. And there were there many women 
afar off which had followed Jeſus from Galilee, 
miniſtring to him ; among whom was Mary 
Magdalen, and Mary the mother of James 
and Jojeph, and the mother of the ſons of 
Zebedee, And when it was evening, there 
came a certain rich man of Arimathea, named 
Joſeph, who alſo himſelf was diſciple to 
Jeſus; He went to Pilate, and aſked the 
body of Jeſus.

wile lay band on Jeſus, and kill him. But 
they ſaid, not on the feſtival day, leſt there 
be a tumult of the people. And when he 
was at Bethania, in the houſeof Simon the leper, 
and ſat at meat; there came a woman, har. 
ing an alabaſter box of ointment of precious 
ſpikenard, and, breaking the alabaſter bo- 
ſhe poured 1t out upon his head. But there 
were certain that had indignation within 
themſelves, and faid, Why is this waſte of 
ointment made? For this ointment mige 
have been fold for more than three hundred 
pence, and given to the poor. And ite) 

| murmured 
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murmured againſt her; but Jeſus faid, let 
her alone, why do you moleſt her? ſhe has 
worught a good work upon me ; for the 
poor you have always with vou, and when 
you will, you may do them good; but me 
you have not always. That which ſhe had, 
ſhe has done; ſhe has prevented the anoint- 
ing of my body for burial. Amen, I ſay 
to you, wherever this goſpel ſhall be preach- 
ed in the whole world, that alſo which ſhe 
has done, ſhall be told for a memorial of 
her.

Who faid to them, One e 
the Twelve, he that dippeth his hand with 
me in the diſh, And the Son of Man in. 
deed goes, as it is written of him ; but Woe 
to that man, by whom the Son of Man ſhal 
be betrayed; it were good for- him, if tha 
man had not been born.

Andim- 
mediately the cock crew again. And Peter 
remembered the word that Jeſus had ſaid to 
him, Before the cock crow twice, thou wilt 
thrice deny me; and he began to weep, 
And forthwith in the morning, the Chief 
Prieſts, with the Ancients, and the Scribes, 
and the whole Council, conlulting together, 
binding Jeſus, led and delivered him to Pi- 
late.

And there were alſo 
women looking on afar off; among whom 
was Mary Magdalen, and Mary the Mother 
of James the Younger, and of Joſeph and 
Salome: and when he was in Galilee, they 
followed him, and miniſtred to him, and ma- 
ny other women, that came up together with 
him to Jeruſalem. N 
And when evening was now come, (be- 
cauſe it was the Paraſceve, which is the ſab- 
bath eve) came Joſeph of Arimathea, a fo- 
ble officer, who himſelf alſo was expeQing 
the kingdom of God; and he went in bold» 
ly to Pilate, and aſked the body of Jeſus.

X. T that time the feſtival day of the 
Azyms approached, which is called

ſougbt how they might kill Jeſus ; but they 
feared the people. And Satan entered into 
Judas, who was ſirnamed Iſcariot, one of the 
Twelve. And he went and talked with the 
Chief Prieſts, and the Magiſtrates, how he 
might betray him to them. And they were 
glad, and agreed to give him money; and 
he promiſed. And he ſought opportunity 
ta.betray him apart from the. multitudes. 
And the day of the Azyms came, wherein it 
was neceſſary that the paſch ſhould be killed, 
And he ſent Peter and 7ohn, ſaying, Go and 
prepare us the paſch, that we may eat ; but 
they ſaid, Where wilt thou have us prepare 
it? And-he ſaid to them, Behold, as you en- 
ter into the city, there ſhall meet you a wan, 
carrying a pitcher of water, follow him into 
the houſe into which he entereth ; and you 
{hall ſay to.the man of the houſe, the Maſter 
ſaith to thee, Where is the room where [I 
may eat the paſch with my Diſciples? And 
he will ſhew you a great refeQtory adorned ; 
and there prepare. And they going, found 
as he ſaid to them, and prepared the . * 
An 


according to St. Buke. 327 
and when the hour was come, he ſat down, 
and the twelve Apollles with him. And he 

ſaid to them, With deſire I have d-fired to 

eat this paſch with you, before I ſuffer. For 
1 fay to you, That from this time I will not eat 
it, till it be fulfilled in the Kingdom of God. 

And taking the chalice, he gave thanks, 

and ſaid, take, and divide among you ; for 
I fay to you, that I will not drink of the 
fruit of the vine, till the kingdom of God 
comes. And taking bread, he gave thanks, 
and broke, and gave to them, laying, This. is 
my body, given for you: do this for a re- 
membrance of me. In like manner, the 
chalice alſo, aſter he had ſupped, ſaying, 
This is the chalice, the new- teſtament in my 
blood, which ſhall be ſhed for you. But 
yet, behold, the hand of him that betrays 
me, is with me on the table. And the Son 
ol Man indeed goes according to that which 
is determined ; but yet woe to that man, by 

whom he ſhall be betrayed. And they be- 
gan to queſtion among themſelves, which 
of them it ſhould be, that ſhould do this. 
And there fell alſo a contention between 
them, which of them ſeemed to be the 
greater: and he ſaid to them, the kings of 
the Gentiles rule over them, and they that have 
power over them, are called benefactors. 
But you not fo : but let him, that is the 
greater among you, become as the lefler ; 
aud he that is the leader, as the ſervant.

For which is greater, he that ſits at the table 
or he that miniſters? Is it not he, that fits? 
but I am in the midſt of you, as one that 
miniſters; and you-are they who have re. 
mained with me in my temptations. And! 
diſpoſe to you, as my Father diſpoſed to me, 
a kingdom; that you may eat and drink 
at my table, in my Kingdom, and may fit 
on. Thrones, judging, the twelve tribes of 
Tfrael, And our Lord faid, Simon, Simon, 
behold Satan has required to have you, to 
ft as wheat; but I have prayed for thee, 
that thy faith fail not; and thou ſometime 
converted, confirm thy brethren. Who {aid 
b to him, Lord, with thee I am ready to go, 
both into priſon, and to death. And he 
ſaid, I fay to thee, Peter, the cock ſhall not 
crow to day, till thou thrice deny that thou 
knoweſt me.

wicked was he reputed. For thoſe things, 
that are concerning me, have an end. But 
they ſaid, Lord, behold, here are two ſwords, 
And he ſays to them, it is enough. And go- 
ing forth, he went according to his cuſtom

to Mount Olivet: And his diſciples alſo fol- 
lowed him. And when he was come to the 
place, he ſaid to them ; pray, left you enter 
into temptation. And he removed from them 
a ſtone's caſt; and kneeling, he prayed, 
ſaying, Father, if thou wilt, transfer this 
chalice from me ; but yet not my will, but 
thine be done. And there appeared to him 
an Angel from Heaven, ſtrengthning him; 
and being in an agony, he prayed along 
time, Ang his ſweat became as drops of 
blood, trickling down on the earth. And 
when he was riſen up from prayer, and was 
come to his diſciples, he found them fleep- 
ing for ſadneſs. And he ſaid to them, why 
lleep you? ariſe, pray, left you enter into 
temptation, As he was yet ſpeaking, behold. 
a multitude, and he that was: called Zudas, 
one of the twelve, went before them, and 
approached Jeſus to kiſs him. And Jeſus 
laid unto him, Judas, doſt thou betray the 
don of Man with a kiſs? And they, that 
were about him, ſeeing what would be, faid 
to him, Lord, ſhall we ſtrike with the 
word? and one of them ſtruck the ſervant 
of the High Prieſt, and cut off his right ear. 
But Jeſus anſwering, ſaid, ſuffer ye thus far. 
And when he had touched his ear, he healed 
him. And Jeſus ſaid to them, that were 
come to him, the Chief Prieſts and Magi- 
ſtrates of the Temple, and Ancients : as it 
were to a thief, are ye come forth with ſwords

and clubs. When I was daily with you in 
the temple, you did not lay hands on me; 
but this is your hour, and the power of dark- 
ngls. And apprehending him, they led him 
to the High Prieſt's houſe ; and Peter fol. 
lowed afar off. And a fire being kindled in 
the midſt of the court, and they fitting about 
it, Peter was in the midſt of them. Whom 
when a certain maid ſaw, fitting at the light, 
and had beheld him, ſhe ſaid, this fellow was 
alſo with him. But he denied him, ſaying, 
Woman, I know bim not. And after a 
while, another man. ſeeing him, ſaid, and 
thou art of them: but Peter ſaid, O man, I 
am not: and after the ſpace, as it were of 
one hour, a certain other man affirmed, ſay- 
ing, Verily, this fellow alſo was with him, for 
he is allo a Galilean : and Peter ſaid, Man, I 
know not what thou ſayeſt.

And he 
ſaid to chem, If I tell you, you will not be- 
lieve me: If I alſo aſk, you will not anſwer 
me, nor diſmiſs me. . But from henceforth 
the Son of Man ſhall be fitting on the right 
hand of the power of God. And they all 
ſaid, art thou then the Son of God?

What need we -any farther teſtimony? For 
ourſelves have heard from bis own mouth.

And Pilate ſaid 
to the Chief Prieſts and multitudes, I find no 
cauſe in this man. But they were the more 
earneſt, ſaying, he ſtirs up the people, teach- 
ing throughout all 7ewry, beginning from 
Gali even hither- But Pilate hearing of 


Galilee, aſked if the man were of Calilte. 
And when be underſtood, that he was of 


Herod's juriſdiction. be ſent him back to He- 
rod, who was allo himſelf at Jeruſalem in thoſe 
days. And Hered ſeeing Jeſus, was very 


glad; for he had deſired, a long time, to ſee 


him, becauſe he heard many things of him, 


and hoped to ſee ſome fign wrought by 
G g 2 him.

But he anſwered bim nothing. And there 
{tood the Chief Prieſts and the Scribes con- 
ſtantly accuſing him.

And Herod and Plate 
were made friends that day; for before they 

were enemies one to another. And Pilate 


calling togetFer the Chief Prieſts and Ma- 


gillrates, and the people, ſaid to them, You 
have preſented to me this man, as pervert- 
ing the people; and behold, I examining 
him before you, have tound no cauſe in this 
man of theſe things whereof you accuſe him; 


no, nor Herod neither; for J ſent you to 


kim, and behold, nothing worthy of death 
is done by bim. I will chaſtiſe him there- 
fore, and diſmiſs him. And he was of ne- 
ceſſity to releaſe to them one on the feſtival 
day. But the whole multitude together 
cried out, ſaying, Diſpatch him and releaſe 
to us Barabbas; ho was, for a certain ſedi— 
tion made in the city, and murder, caſt into 
priſon. And late again fpoke to them, 
deſirous to releaſe Jeſus ; but they crieda- 
gain, ſaying, Crucfy, Crucify him. And he, 
the third time, ſaid to them, Why} what evil 
has this man done ? I find no cauſe of death 
in him. I will correct him therefore, and 
let him go. But they were inſtant with loud 
WoIces, requiring, that he might be *

And their voices prevailed. And Pilate ad- 
judged their petition to be done. And he 
releaſed unto them, him that for murder and 
ſedition had been caſt into priſon, whom 
they demanded; but Jeſus he delivered to 
their pleaſure. And when they led him 
forth, they took one Simon of Cyrene coming 
from the country; and they laid the croſs. 
upon him to carry after Jeſus. And there 
followed him a great multitude of people, 
and of women, who bewailed and lamented 
him. But Jeſus turning to them, ſaid, 
Daughters of Jeruſalem, Weep not for me, 
but weep for yourſelves and for your cbil- 
dren. For behold the days ſhalt come, 
wherein they will ſay, Bleſſed are the barren, 
and the wombs that have not born, and the 
paps that bave not given ſuck.

ed, I have told you, I am He: If therefore 


you ſeek me, let theſe go away. That the

S:mon Peter therefore having 
a ſword, drew it out, and ſtruck the ſervant 
of the High Prieſt, and cut off his right ear, 
And the name of the ſervant was Malchus. 
Jeſus therefore ſaid to Peter, Put up thy 
{word into the ſcabbard: The chalice, which 
my Father has given me, ſhall not I drink 
it? The band therefore, and the Tribune, 
and the Miniſters of the Jeus, apprehended 
Jeſus, and bound him; and they brought 
him to Annas firſt, for he was father-in-law to 

Carphas, who was the High Prieſt of that 
year. And Caiphas was be that had given 
counſel to the Jews, that it was expedient, 
that one man die for the people. And Si- 
mon Peter followed Jeſus, and another Dif 
ciple. And that Diſciple was known to the 
High Prieſt, and went in with Jeſus into the 
court of the High Prieſt. But Peter ſtood 
without, at the door. The other Diſciple 
therefore, that was known to the High Priet}, 


went forth, and ſpoke to the portreſs, and

337 
brought in Peter. The maid therefore, that 
was portreſs, ſaid to Peter, Art not thou al- 
ſo of this Man's Diſciples?

And with them 
was Peter alſo ftanding, and warming him- 
ſelf, The High Prieſt thereſore aſked Jeſus 
concerning bis Diſciples, and his dotrine.

Jews reſort together; and in private I have 
ſpoken nothing. Why aſkeſt thou me? Aſk 
them that have heard what I have ſpoke un- 
to them : Behold, they know what I have 
ſaid. When he had faid theſe things, one 
of the miniſters ſtanding by, gave Feſus a 
blow, ſaying, Anſwereſt thou the High Prieſt 
ſo?

And Simon Peter was ſtanding and warm» 
ing himſelf; they ſaid therefore to him, art 
not thou alſo of his Diſciples ? he Geng 
and ſaid, T am not. One of the ſervarfts of 
the High Prieſt (a relation of him, whoſe 
ear Peter did cut off) ſays to him, did not I 
lee thee in the garden with him? again 
therefore Peter denied. And forthwith the 
cock crew. They therefore bring Jeſus

ſynagogue, and in the temple, where all the-

For this was I born, and for this 
came I into the world, that I ſhould give 
teitimony to the truth. Every one thai is 
of che truth hears my voice. Pilate ſays 1

to him, what is truth? and when he had 
{aid this, he went forth again to the Jews, 
and ſays to them, I find no crime in him; 
but you have a cuſtom that I ſhould releaſe 
one to you in the Paſch; will you therefore 
have me releaſe to you the king of the Jetus ? 
they all therefore cryed again, faying, 
not him, but Barabbas : and Barabbas was 
athief, Then therefore Pilate took Jeſus, and 
ſcourged him. And the ſoldiers platting a 
crown of thorns, put it upon his head; and 
they put about him a purple garment ; and 
they came to him, and ſaid, Hail King of the 
7ews, and they gave him blows. Pilate went 
forth again, and ſays to them, behold, I 
bring him forth to you, that you may know, 
that I find no crime in him. Jeſus there- 
fore went forth, carrying the crown of thorns 
and the purple veſtment. And he ſaith to 
them, Behold the Man. When the Chief 
Prieſts therefore, and the Miniſters, had ſeen 
tim, they cryed, ſaying, Crucify, Crucify 
him. Pilate ſays to them, take you him, 
and Crucify him; for I find no crime in 
bim. The 7ews anſwered him, We have a 
law, and according to that law he ought to 
die, becauſe he has made himſelf the Son of 
God, When #late therefore had heard this 
laying, he feared the more. And he en- 
e eered into the* palace again; and he ſays 
is to Jelus, Whence art thou ?

Therefore 
he that has betrayed me to- thee, has the 
greater ſin. From henceforth Pilate fought 
to releaſe him; But the Jcus cryed, ſaying, 
If thou releaſe this man thou art not Cajar's 
friend. Every one that makes himſelf a 
King, oppoſeth Cæſar. But Pilate, when 
he had heard theſe: words, brought forth 
Jeſus; and fat in the judgment ſeat, in the 
place that is called Lrhoſtrotos, and in the 
Hebrew Gabatha. And it was the Pareſceve 
of the Paſch, about the ſixth hour; and he 
lays to the Jews, behold your King; but they 
cryed away, away with him, crucify him, 
Pilate, ſays to them, ſhall 1 crucify your 
King ? the Chief Prieſt anſwered, we hav? 
no King but Cejar. Then therefore he de- 
livered bim to them, to be crucified, And 
they took Jeſus, and led him forth; and 
carrying a croſs for himſelf, he went forth; 
into that place which is called the place of 
Calvary, in Hebrew Golgotha; where they 
crucified him, and with him two others, on 
each ſide one, and in the midſt Jeſus, And 
Pilate writ a title alſo, and put it upon the 
croſs.

Pilate anſwered, 
What I have writ, I have writ. The ſoldiers 
therefore, when they had crucified him, 
took his garments (and they made four 
parts, to every ſoldier a part) and his coat. 
And his coat was without ſeam-wrought from 
the top throughout. They ſaid therefore 
one to another, Let us not cut it, but let us 
caſt lots for it, whoſe it ſhall be, that the 
ſeripture might be fulfilled, faying, they have 
parted my garments among them, and for 
my veſture they have caſt lots. And the 
ſoldiers did theſe things. And there ſtood. 
beſide the croſs of Jeſus, his mother, and his 
mother's ſiſter, Mary of Cleophas, and Mary 
Magdalen. When Jeſus therefore had ſeen 
his mother, and the diſciple ſtanding, whom 
he loved, he ſays to his mother, Woman, 
behold thy ſon. After that, he ſays to bis 
diſciple, Behold thy mother : and from that 
hour the difciple toↄk her to his own. After- 
ward Jeſus knowing that all things were now 
bniſhed ; that the ſcripture might be ful- 
billed, he ſays, I thirſt, A veſſel therefore 
Rood there, full of vinegar; and they putting 
a ſponge full of vinegar about hyſſop, offered 
U io his mouth: Jeſus therefore, having

remain on the croſs on the ſabbath (for that 


was a great ſabbath day) they deſired Pilate, 
that their legs might be broken, and they 


might be taken away. The ſoldiers there- 


fore came; and of the firſt they broke the 


legs, and of the other that was crucified with 
him: but being come to Jeſus, when they 


ſaw that he was dead, they did not. break his 
legs; but one of the ſoldiers, with a ſpear, 


opened his ſide, and immediately iſſued forth 


blood and water. And he that ſaw it, has 
given teſtimony ; and his teſtimony is true, 


And he knows that he ſays true, that you al- 
{o may believe. For theſe things were done, 
that the ſcripture might be fulfilled ; You 
ſhall not break a bone of him. And again 
another ſcripture ſays, They ſhall look on 
him whom they pierced. 


And after thele things Joſeph of Arima- 


thea (becauſe he was a diſciple of Jeſus, but 
ſecret, for fear of the Zews) deſired Plate, 
that he might take away the body of Jeſus: 
and Plate gave him leave. He came there- 
fore, and took away the body of Jeſus. 


Nicodemus allo came, he that at the firſt came 


10 Jeſus, by night, bringing a mixture of 
myrch and aloes, about a hundred pounds. 


They took therefore the body of Jeſus, and 


bound 


; 
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according to St. John. 313 
bound it in linen cloths with the ſpices, as the 
manner is with the eus to bury. And 

there was in the place, where he was cruci- 
fied, a garden, and in the garden a new mo- 
nument, wherein no man yet had been laid; 
there therefore, becauſe of the Faraſcene .of 


the Jews, they laid Jeſus, becaule the mo- 
nument was hard by.
